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Four Students, Missing 
Week in Snow, Rescued 


Youths and Girls From California U., With- 
out Food or Shelter, Call Help 
by Telephone. | 


By the Associated Press. ; 

LAKEPORT, Cal., Nov.17.—How 
four University of California stud- 
ents wandered with bare feet and 
in tattered clothing through the 
snowy wastes of California’s Lake 
(County mountains for nearly a week 
was told this afternoon by John 
Dempster, one of the four students 
missing since a week ago yesterday. 

Dempster, with Miss Anna Ram- 
sperger and her twin sister, Minna, 
both of Logan, Utah, and Robert 
H. Keller of Los Angeles, this af- 
ternoon were taken to the ranch 
of Willis Durham, a ranger, where 
they were put to bed and fell im- 
mediately into a sound sleep. They 
had been without shelter since they 
disappeared and became the object 
of one of the most intense searches 
in the history of Northern Califor- 
nia. 

Group Found Near Telephone. 

Weakened by exposure, the four 
young students collapsed when they 
reached the Durham ranch. They 
were taken there by a party which 
made a forced ride over 35 miles 
of snow-covered trail to a ranger’s 
lonely kiosk which housed the tele- 
phone, the four used in making 
known their plight. The _ kiosk, 
only a box, furnished no shelter. 
Previous reports said the four had 
found shelter in a cabin. The four 
were huddled near the telephone 
box when a party led by Claude 
Simon reached them early today 
with food and blankets. 

Dempster described their feel- 
ings when they saw searching air-

Hoover’s Majority Is 170.249, Ac- 
cording to Virtually Complete 
Missouri Returns. 

All voting records were broken 
at the recent election in Missouri, 
when 1,509,748 ballots were cast 
f.r Governor with returns from a!! 
counties complete except for ab- 
sentee votes in some. This is ap- 
proximately 200,000 greater than 
in 1920 and 1924. 

The total vote for United States 


Senator. in the returns tabulated, 
was 1,506,091, and for President, 
1,498,589. 


The plurality of Herbert Hoover 
over Gov. Alfred E. Smith was 
170,249, with 834,419 votes for 
Hoover and 664,170 for Smith. 

The plurality of Roscoe Patter- 
son, Republican candidate f#~ 
United States Senator, was 63,195 
over Charles Hay, Democratic can- 
didate. The vote: Patterson, 784,- 
643; Hay, 721,448. a 

The plurality of Henrv S. Caul- 
field, Republican candidate for 
Governor, was 62.252 over Francis 
Wilson, Democratic candidate.

New- 
man, now serving a life term in 
Chester penitentiary for the mur- 
der of Mayor Joe Adams of West 
City—a crime for which Birger 
Was executed—is scheduled to go 
to trial at Marion on Nov. 26 for 
the murders of State Highway Pa- 
trolman Lory L. Price and his 
wife. Boswell is to be the prose- 
cutor. provided Newman and his 
co-defendants, Freddie Wovten 
and Riley. Simmons, do not get 
continuances. , If they do Bosweis 
will not prosecute them, since he 
goes out of office on Dec. 3, hav- 
ing failed of renomination. 


in East St. Louis about liquor con- 
ditions in Williamson County and 
in the indictment with Boswel] the 
jury named another county of- 
ficial, a former municipal police 
chief of Williamson County, and 
six alleged bootleggers. 

It is understood the Government 
will attempt to prove, if the case 
is called for trial, that exclusive 
rights to the bootlegging business 
in Williamson County were given 
to Birger, and that whatever acts 
of violence he and’ his men com- 
mitted to hold their position, were 
overlooked by certain Williamson 
County officials. 

Boswell, who anticipated the in- 
dictment by announcing he ex- 
pected to be named by the gran‘ 
jury, lays the ch@rge to the work 
of political enemies, of whom un- 
questionably he has many in Wil- 
liamson County. During the klan 
cisorders there Boswell was one of 
the leaders of the hooded order and 
the enmities made in those days 
have cooled ebut little. 

Others Under Indictment. 

A second indictment was _re- 
turned Friday night charging the 
existence of a liquor protection 
conspiracy in Herrin and naming 
as defendants Mayor Marshall Mc- 
Cormack; his brother, Elmer, a 
Herrin policeman: Chief of Police 
John Stamm, and Water. Superin- 
tendent Alving Misker. ; 

A former Herrin policeman who 
admitted having collected from sa- 
loonkeepers for protection, was the 
principal witness against those 
named in the Herrin indictment. 
Altogether 15 witnesses testified 
about conditions in the city, the 
largest in Williamson County, 
which was the scene of several 
bloody fights during the days when 
the klan was in power. 

It is understood the grand jury 
was told the Herrin defendants 
were part of a system which Sys- 
tematically extorted money from 
saloonkeepers- for unmolested op- 
eration and that when the police 
department became embroiled in a 
row over the money, the collection 
job was turned over to the Water 
Superintendent. 

In a statement yesterday Mayor 
McCormack charged the indict- 
ment was the result of a political 
plot. 

Earlier last week the grand jury 
returned two indictments naming 
72 persons in Alexander County as 
alleged members of a liquor ccen- 
spiracy. Among the defeniants is 
Sheriff Roche of Cairo, nine of his 
deputies and an assortment of in- 
dividuals designated by prohibition 
agents as still tenders, carkeepers 
and whisky runners.

CHILDREN SAVED 
FROM HYDROPHOBIA 
BY MARINE FLYERS 


Serum Dropped When Rain 
Prevents Land Trip With 
Victims in Nicaragua.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—How a 

Navy doctor and marine aviator 

saved two children bitten by a mad 


dog in Matagalpa, Nicaragua, is' 
told in a letter from the Rev. A. 


S. Schoenich of that place, to Brig- 
adier-General Logan Feland, Com- 
mander of the Second Brigade of 
Marines, which was made public 
today by the Navy Department. 

The pastor wrote that, when the 
children were bitten, Nicaragua 
doctors informed him cure was 
impossible unless they were taken 
to Managua. Conditions of roads 
and rivers due to rains prevented 
this trip. As a last resort, the pas- 
tor said he told Navy Lieutenant 
D. T. Hunter, stationed at Mata- 
galpa, of the situation. 

“Early the next morning the 
sound of motors told of the ap- 
proach of an airflane,” the pas- 
tor’s letter continued, ‘which, in a 
few minutes, had circled the town 
and dropped a tiny package.” This 
proved to be anti-hydrophobia 
serum, which Dr. Hunter imme- 
diately injected. The letter con- 
cluded: “Thanks to Lieut. Hunter 
and the United States Marines in 
Nicaragua, what was impossible 
was made possible.”

WESTERN EUROPE 


Gale Turns and Whips 
Shores of North Sea. 


THREE VESSELS SEND 
OUT S O S SIGNALS 


Two Tugs Tow Swedish 
-Steamer Into Boulogne 
When Cargo Shifts— 
Heavy Damage Inland.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The terrific 
gale which has swept Western Eu- 
rope for two days was raging over 
the Continent tonight with a 
known death toll of 39 and with 12 
other persons missing in its broad 
path of destruction. England was 
enjoying a lull in the windstorm, 
but the North Sea countries still 
were bearing its full force. 

Of the three deaths reported on 
the Continent. one occurred in Ant- 
werp, one in Ceblenz and one at 
Bethune, France. A family of 12. 
the master of a Dutch sailboat, his 
wife and 10 children, was given up 
as iost at Amsterdam when a re- 
port was received that the wreck 
of their boat had been seen off the 
island of Terschelling, in the Zuy- 
der Zee. 

Nineteen persons were killed in 
England, either by wreckage torn 
loose by the wind or by stumbling 
in front of vehicles while bucking 
the storm with heads down. In ad- 
dition, 17 men drowned at Rye 
Thursday when a lifeboat capsized. 
Telephones, telegraph and train 
services were demoralized.

WOMAN PROPOSED; SAYS MAN 


IN BREACH OF PROMISE SUIT 


Wealthy Chicagoan, 61, Declares 
She Wanted More Than the

Hardinge, 61 years old, wealthy oi’ 
heater manufacturer, today filed 
answer to Miss Anne Livingstone’s 
$250,000 breach of promise suit. 
charging that she made the pro- 
posal of marriage to him. 

They were to have been mar- 
ried last winter, but the wedding 
was called off when Miss Living- 
stone refused to sign a pre-nuptial 
agreement relinquishing all claims 
to Hardinge’s estate, except $100, 
000. She then sued for breach of 
promise. 

He recently married a woman 
whose name he refused to divulge. 

Hardinge’s reply said that he met 
Miss Livingstone on a train com- 
ing from Tulsa, Ok., and that she 
proposed to him. At that time, he 
said, she agreed to sign the pre- 
nuptial pact but in addition de- 
manded a large block of Hardinge 
Brothers’ stock as well as a re- 
sponsible position in the firm. He 
said he spent $10,000 for gifts to 
her, after which she said she loved 
a married man living in St. Louis 
and denounced Hardinge in the 
presence of her relatives.

Woman Killed at Coblenz. 

Germany felt the violence of the 
storm today. The Rhineland was 
visited by a fierce wind and tor- 
rential rain, which caused many 
injuries. A woman was killed and 
seven persons injured in the col- 
lapse of a house at Coblenz A 
tug from Hamburg brought in the 
English steamer Linaria, which 
had lost its propeller in the rough 
seas. Many other vessels reported 
their distress to that port. 

The gale ravaged the coast of 
Denmark and a number of small 
craft were reported sunk. Ferry 
service to Germany was suspended. 
Lloyd’s reported both Amsterdam 
and Rotterdam were battered by 
the gale, with resulting collisions 
between steamers in both ports. 

Three calls from ships in dis- 
tress and one from an unidentified 
airplane were heard at  Bou- 
logne, and two more were picked 
up at Quimper. 

The French Weather Bureay to- 
night forecast an end of the storm, 
which blew only intermittently in 
the afternoon.

The Columbus lost one of its an- 
chors.

Two tugs towed the vessel into 
Boulogne listing many degrees to 
port. The Greek cargo carrier 
Amazon and the English ship 
Aquila of Liverpool sent out SO 5 
calls while off the coast of Brit- 
anny.

Garfield, N. J., Bank Teller

The detective § re- 
called that he had seen such a man 
a few days before at Delmar and 
Hamilton. 

For several days Egenriether 
cruised that nighborhood with two 
other detectives hoping to see the 
man again. Yesterday Canning 
stepped from a drug store and 
lighted a cigarette asthe police car 
drew up. Egenriether jumped out. 

“Canning?” he inquired and the 
man replied, “No, the name's 
Frank Fearon.” He laughed light- 
ly, explaining that he was a gam- 
bler “in a big way” and a book- 
maker. | 

He led the detectives to his fur- 
nished room at 5896A Delmar 
boulevard and casually exhibited 
his personal belongings. There was 
nothing to indicate his name was 
either Canning or Fearon. Almost 
doubting that they were right, the 
detectives took him to Page boule- 
vard Station. 

Egenriether looked at the circu- 
lar again and decided the reserm- 
blance was too striking to admit 
of error. He passed it to his pris- 
oner who stared at it for a mpgment 
and grinned. “I don’t remember 
ever having that one taken,” he re- 
marked.

Sea Smashed Glass Port. 

“It was on Sundayy’ the dis- 
patch relates in giving the sub- 
stance of the officers’ stories, “that 
a glass port in a coal door about 
five feet above the waterline was 
broken by a big sea and immedi- 
ately a solid torrent of green water 
started to rush headlong into the 
ship. This is what started the. 
trouble, but in itself it was never 
enough to sink the ship or even to 
cause serious danger. 

“From the position of the door 
it was difficult to cover the gap 
with a makeshift bulkhead and 
therefore the pumps were started 
to get rid of the water. A list 
developed, but it did not exceed 30 
degrees, which was not regarded 
as dangerous—as Smith related, he 
had himself crossed all the way 
from Argentina to England in a 
ship with a list almost as great.

Swept From Porch to Death

Under Mann Act Planned 
Own Death. .

CLEVELAND, 0., Nov. 16.—The 
career of Don Prentiss, who 
climbed from penniless obscurity 
to a $25,000-a-year executive posi- 
tion in the General Motors organ- 
ization only to fall back to a 
point where he deserted his family 
and fled with a 15-year-old girl, 
ended this week in the county jail 
here, when he ‘was beaten to death 
by a cellmate while awaiting re- 
moval to Atlanta penitentiary to 
serve a one-year term for violation 
of the Mann act, 

While his death appears on the 
surface to be a brutal murder, au- 
thorities are inclined to believe it 
may have been an unusual form of 
suicide. In Prentiss’ clothing a 
penciled will was found in which 
he bequeathed $500 to his cellmate, 
James Nevins.

He took his bride, Mrs. Madeline 
Prentiss, to Detroit and took a 
position with the Packard Motor 
Car Co. as an assistant to the sales 
manager.

This predic- 
tion was borne out to some degree 
when in his early 320’s he joined

Moving to Lansing with his new 
position, Prentiss. and his wife 
found themselves swept into the 
social life of the smaller city.

His work fell off and his ability 
began to dull. His superiors talked 
to him, warned him, but t@ere was 
no change.

Re Months of Tarmoil. 


The 11 months which followed 
to his tragic death were months 
of turmoil. ‘Prentiss took his wife 
and two small children to Detroit, 
where he rented a large apartment 
with a housekeeper and a maid, He 
had plenty of ‘money, General Mo- 
tors stock and other shares. He 
wanted & good job or none.

Her husband had

| the diamond system enabled me to 
make a much better average on 
such shots.” 


Balkline Hard to Fathom. * 


| Hoppe was asked how he ac- 
counted for: the fact that for 17 


years he reigned as champion 
without any real opposition and 
that then half a dozen men ap- 


peared almost simultaneously as 
dangerous challengers. He ven- 
tured the opinion that his supre- 
macy spurred the challengers to 
intensive practice and that the in- 
centive, appearing at ahout the 
same time, inspired the half dozen 
to work hard enough to reach the 
top. That is the only avenue to 
billiard success, he pointed out— 
phard work and steady, intensive 
practice. 


Discussing the decline of inter- 
est in balkline, Hoppe said the 
game was so complicated that it 
required great skjll and arduous 
practice to master it, but that 
when it was mastered the per- 
formance of a champion looked 
simple to the public. Spectators, 
not understanding the fine points 
of the technique, quickly tired of 
secing the masters reel off runs of 
hundreds. 


For the Spectator. 


“Spectators can appreciate 
three-cushions better.

| balkline you have a groundwo.k 
| that ‘makes it comparatively easy

| compete after a short practice with 
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ICK FERRELL, the Browns’ 
new catcher, is about $20,000 
richer today because of the deal 
that brought him to the Browns.

Young players become “free 
agents” only through exceptionel 
conditions.

How It Happened. 


ERRELL gained his free 
agency through an attempt 
to “eover him up.” Authority 
for this statement is found in a 
bulletin from Judge Landis’ of- 
fice, issued Nov. 10, 19€8. 
Detroit and the Columpus club 
were involved and the situation 
became so complex that Ferrell 
himself applied to Judge Landis 
to find whose property he was. 
He demanded a free agency, as 
the real ownership of his services 


was in doubt. 
After an investigdiion the 
judge found that “nobody has 


even suggested that this was not 
a ‘cover-up,’” adding the com- 
ment: 

“It is a well-settled prodecure 
that the Commissioner on his own 
motien will order free agency 
whenever a ‘cover-up’ is disclosed, 
whether or not the player applies 
for it or knows anything about it. 
This procedure was adopted, ond 
will continue, because the rules 
provide that ‘no such arrangement 
shall be recocnized;’ and hecause it 
is due all other clubs, whose rights 
wnder the selection, waiver and 
player limits rules are evaded and 
d@feated by ‘cover-up’ agreements, 
even if the player. by some process 
is induced te acquiesce in an ar- — 
rangement expressly prohibited by 
those rules. For obvious reasons, 
neither Detroit, Cincinnati nor Co- 
lambus may negotiate for or ac- 
quire any interest in Ferrell's serv- 
ices prior to the season of 1930, 

**No penalties are imposed, be- 
cause these transactions all occurred 
prior to the notice of May 29. ‘In 
re player Thompson,’ but all clubs 
are again notified that ‘in all 
eases hereafter a fine of $500 will 
be imposed upon each elub partici-

The Farmers’ Plight. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HY do farmers cry for farm relief 


¥Y and do not vote for it? Why does 
a Progressive Senator tell us, “No man 
who has such perverted views of de- 
cency ought to be entrusted with un- 
limited power,” etc., and then request 
the farmer to place his cause in the 
hands of that power—a power that for 
seven and one-half years manifested 
neither interest nor concern? Can such 
a Progressive, having just returned from 
the public forum, with the public’s full 
knowledge of pronounced misrepresenta- 
tion on the issues of immigration, tariff, 
power, etc., be trusted to pilot farm re- 
lief through an extra session of Con- 
gress, with its inherited vetoes? 

Why expect farm relief from Senators 
possessed with the foregoing record, 
schooled in the sleeping policies of the 
past seven and one-half years? Farm 
mortgages, interest, taxes, depreciation, 
ete., grow {nto the billions, with no hope 
of value recovery within the lifetime of 
the weerage farmer of the present day. 
Only those of us who walk the well- 
beaeen path between farmhouse and 
barn (daily) and see (in one body) 2000 
acres of idle, abandoned land, once high- 
priced, but now without any definite, 
fixed value; or, like the writer’s neigh- 
bor, possessed of a farm with a $16,000 
mortgage upon it, overflowed both in 
1927 and 1928, sustaining three consecu- 
tive crop losses with the result that 
interest and taxes remain unpaid and 
local banks refuse further loans—only 
those whose experiences such as here 
given, and their numbers are defined by 
more than six figures, carry the mental 
anxiety and know the real meaning of 
the 14st seven and one-half years of ad- 
ministration neglect imposed upon every 


farmer in the country.

Help yourself, Mr. Farmer, is the substance of Mr. 
Coolidge’s speech before the National Grange con- 
vention in Washington. Incidentally he suggests 
that the Government may give the farmer first aid 
in the way of a co-operative farm board maintained 
at Government expense to guide him in his volun- 
tary effort to establish co-operative marketing. 

This is the summing up by Mr. Coolidge of the de 
bate on farm relief which was one of the leading 
features of the presidential campaign. We may as- 
sume that Mr. Coolidge is in practical accord with 
Mr. Hoover, who will have the job of carrying out 
the suggestion of creating the advisory farm board. 

Mr. Coolidge recites a long list of measures adopted 
by the Government since the Civil War to promote 
the interests of agriculture. He calls it “an impres- 
sive list,” including research work, seed supply, ad- 
vice as to best methods of agriculture, farm loans, 
and the varied helpful activities of the Department 
of Agriculture. *He cites the tariffs on farm products 
as among the important measures. It is true that 
agriculture has had the aid of the Government and 
that millions have been spent in maintaining bureaus 
of research and advice with regard to the best meth- 
ods of production. The farmer has had the benefit 
of cheap loans. He has had tariff protection. All 
of these things have been helpful, but have not been 
effectual to relieve his distress. How bad his con- 
dition would be if the Government had done nothing 
we can only conjecture. But all that has been done 
still leaves him in distress. As a whole the farming 
industry is in a state of grave depression, causing 
widespread disaster not only to the very large per- 


What has been done, therefore, is not nearly so 
vitally interesting as what is to be done. The farmer 
is still confronted with low prices, prices below the 
cost of production. That is the vital thing to be 
dealt with, and the only solution Mr. Coolidge can 
find for this problem is the organizing of voluntary 
associations for the marketing of farm products. The 
whole trouble, he says, lies in the inability of the 
farmer to market his products advantageously, at 
the right tinfe and in the right markets. He thinks 
this obstacle to farm prosperity can be overcome by 
intelligent co-operative marketing. The whole ques- 
tion resolves itself, therefore, into the control of the 
exportable surplus. 

Mr. Coolidge is against any plan for the Govern- 

ment to supply the organization and machinery to 
control the exportable surplus. The farmers them- 
selves must do that through voluntary co-operation. 
The Government will do no more than supply at its 
own expense an advisory board to start the farmers 
in the right direction. : 
There is much truth fn what Mr. Coolidge says 
about the farmers working out their own salvation 
by their own efforts. They cannot be helped un- 
less they do help themselves. But whether in such 
a widespread, varied industry, the farmers can do 
it all by voluntary co-operation is a question. So far 
they hve not been able to do it. 

Mr. Hoover's idea, as expressed in his speeches, 
coincides with that of Mr. Coolidge. If nothing is 
done in the short session, and, considering Mr. Cool- 
idge’s attitude, this is likely to happen, we shall have 
to await Mr. Hoover’s recommendations of practical 
plans to carry his ideas of farm co-operation and 
Government afd inte effect before definite judgment 
can be@Pronounced upon their effectiveness for farm 
relief. ; % 

There is only one point upon which all agree, 

namely, that present conditions spell disaster, and 
that something must be done to lift agriculture out 
of its depression and put it on a fair equality with 
other interests. The continued prosperity of the coun- 
try depends upon that. 
Mr. Hoover, of course, will have to deal with Con- 
gress. The representatives of the agricultural dis- 
tricts and their sympathizers will have something 
to say with regard to the measures that are to be 
taken for farm relief. Mr. Hoover may convince 
them that his plan is sufficient, and he may not. If 
ho agreement can be reached, farm relief will be in 
another deadlock, and the farmer will have to help 
himself as best he can. 
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ST. LOUIS SPEECH. 
A group of Columbia University professors and 
graduates have designated the speech of a_ St. 
Louisan, W. Y. McBurney, as most representative of 
American English. Mr. McBurney, it seems, speaks 
good average English. He pronounces r’s and final 
&'s, has no distinctive infleetion, uses no broad a's. 
His speech is tainted neither by a Chicagoese nasal 
twang nor by a Louisiana drawl. It is not as ugly 
as the flat speech of the Western plains, or as pleas- 
ing as the soft cadences of Virginia. It holds itself 
free equally from the wisecracking patter of New 
York City and the bucolic argot of Iowa cornfields. 
On the other hand, St. Louis speech has the defects’ 
of its qualities, that is, it lacks flavor, raciness and 
charm. It is pure and clear, but it is also colorless. 
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The steamer Mauretania was boarded on her last 
trip by a wave which members of the crew try to 
describe as being “as high as the funnels.” Only 
Gov. Smith could tell exactly what it was like. 
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THE VALUATION PROBLEM. 
Common sense begins to rise above the welter of 
theories in which the subject of valuation of public 
utilities has been immersed for years. 

First, there was the valuable opinion of Federal 
Judge Faris of St. Louis in the St. Louis & O’Fallon 
Railroad case, in which he gave a formula for valua- 
tion fair both to the utilities and the people—a for- 
mula which the United States Supreme Court might 
well adopt and thus put finality to the question. 

Now comes Donald Richberg, speaking for the peo- 
ple and saying to the Supreme Court in the selfsame 
case that the value of a utility for rate-making is 
not what it cost nor what would be required to re 
produce it, but the sum required to achieve fair reg- 
ulation. That sum, he says, may even be lower than 
the sum actually invested. ' 

So saying, he reminds us of the fundamentals of 
regulation. The fixing of rates for utilities is an 
exercise of the police power of the state. The police 
power is invoked to see that the public interest is 
protected and served. 

Courts may declare till they get blue in the face 
that, under the law, railroads are éutitied to charge 
rates that will yield them a fair return upon the sum 
required to rebuild them at present high prices. 
Practically, the railroads would never think of fix- 
ing rates on that basis. The traffic would not sup- 
port such high schedules.

MR. HOOVER AND THE RIVERS. 

In his St. Louis speech Mr. Hoover envisioned 
12,000 miles of completed inland waterways con- 
necting 20 states with the Gulf of Mexico and the 
North Atlantic. He showed how vital this develop- 
ment would be to the Midwest, and he announced that 
among the first tasks to which he would give leader- 
ship would be the project of completing this great 
program. 

What this will mean to industry and commerce in 
the Midwest, and to St. Louis in particular, may not 
generally be realized. Records are now available for 
the amount of traffic that passed through the Pan- 
ama Canal during the fiscal year ending June 30 
last. A total of 6959 vessels, or 19 a day, passed 
through the canal, and carried a cargo tonnage to- 
taling 29,630,709 tons, of which American vessels car- 
ried 14,248,755 tons. 

Compare that business with the cargo tonnage han- 
died in 1926 on the Ohio and the Monongahela riv- 
ers. The Ohio alone carried 19,754,978 tons, while the 
Monongahela carried 26,374,682 tons, Those two riv- 
érs, then, carried half as much freight again as the 
Panama Canal last year handled for all nations. 
Traffic in the Canal now utilizes from 45 to 50 per 
cent of its capacity. This year’s revenue gain of 
$2,500,000 in net operations over last year’s total of 
$18,132,000, together with previous increases, has 
brought forth the problem of increasing the Panama 
Canal’s capacity. When the middle and northwestern 
states can find shipping facilities by waterways we 
may be sure that huge cargoes from there will find 
their way westward via the Canal. 

Big industries in the East have been awake for 
some time to the saving in freight costs by water 
transportation, and have been shipping millions of 
tons of coal on barges yearly. With the improve- 
ment in navigability of the Mississippi River we may 
expect enormous shipments of heavy freight in its 
channel and economies resulting thereform. Added 
incentive will. be given industries to locate along 
waterways in the Midwest. Freight rates from fac- 
tory to farm and from farm to market will be low- 
ered. And with increasing population the railroads 


will have capacity business in handling fast-moving | 


freight and in hauling to and from waterways. 
Henry Ford has foreseen the possibilities in river 
navigation and has established a plant on the Mis- 
sissippi between St. Paul and Minneapolis costing 
millions of dollars. Farmers in the Northwest. were 
disappointed last summer when there were not 
enough barges to carry their products. With regular 


service by Government barges now maintained to St. | 
Paul and Minneapolis there is no reason to believe | 


that the traffic will not increase greatly.

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A FRENCH MURDER CASE. 

The French press is indignant over the indulgence 
of a jury in the trial of Count Pierre de Rayssac, 
scion of an old and noble family in Languedoc. De 
Rayssac drowned his 2-year-old illegitimate child be- 
cause he was too proud to own it and too avaricious 
to provide for it. .Although the facts were well- 
established and the circumstances of the crime atro- 
cious, the jury rendered a verdict which made it 


; impossible for the Judge to assess a heavier penalty 


than 10 years in prison. 

Analysis of the trial shows the. verdict to be 
largely the result of De Rayssac’s brilliant defense.

Chevrolet Quits Output 
Of Four-Cylinder Line; 
Offers ‘6’ at Same Price 


New Model Tested at Milford Proving Ground ‘Near 
Detroit Reveals Marvelous Flexibility and Hill- 
Climbing Capability for Its Valve-In-Head Motor 


—Stock Job Driven 77 


M. P. H., Then It Easily 


Climbs 11 Per Cent Grade Eighth-Mile Long.

The most startling announce- 
ment the automobile world has re- 
ceived since the Model A Ford was 
placed on the market last year 
was made before a group of 10600 
automobile editors assembled at 
General Motors proving ground at 
Milford, Mich., the past week when 
R. H. Grant, vice president of the 
Chevrolet Motor Car Co., revealed 
that the company has definitely de- 
serted the four-cylinder car field 
and within 30 days will have on 
display throughout the country a 
six-cylinder car which already has 
been placed into production. 


Chevrolet, as is generally known, 
is one of the largest manufacturers 
in the four-cylinder car field, its 
production in both 1927 and 1928 
exceeding a million units. That it 
Should desert this field has taken 
the industry somewhat aback. But 
that it should enter the six-cylinder 
field and offer a line of cars with 
a price range of $525 to $725— 
virtually the same as that of the 
old four-cylinder line—has set the 
automotive world humming with 
gossip. 

Tests made at the Milford prov- 
ing ground the past week reveal 
that the car has both high speed 
and power. The writer, ac- 
companied by SalessManager Klinz- 
ler of the Chevrolet staff, put a 
coach model of the new line 
through its paces on the proving 


ground race track. It 4eveloned s 
speed of 77 miles per hour and at 
the punishing gait the engine 
purred along smoothly and with- - 
out vibration. 


Later, on an 11 per cent concrete 
grade an eighth-mile long, the car 
started at its base at a speed of 25 
miles per hour and gained the top 
without a falter, its speedometer 
registering 38 miles per hour. Such 
performance for a six-cylinder car 
is remarkable, but imagine the 
writer’s surprise when mechanics 
at the proving ground told him 
that the test car had already been 
driven about 10,000 miles without 
being overhauled. s 

Seven models of passenger cars- 
and three commercial types 
make up the line. Included in the 
passenger car line are five closed 
and two open models. The commer- 
cial car line embraces a new and 
larger utility truck of one and one- 
half ton capacity, a-new light de- 
livery chassis and the sedan de- 
livery. 

Despite the score of advanced 
features, prices remain virtually 
the same, chiefly as a result of the 
influence of tremendous volume 
production. The passenger car 
range is from $525 to $725, factory 
list. The prices, according to mod- 
els, are as follows: Roadster, $525;

Uz-Horod, beautifully situated in 
the Carpathian highlands, is tne 
capital of the new gypsy state.

on which to settle. The Govern- 
ment’s policy of assimilating the 
gypsies, which was inaugurated a

HE insatiable curiosity which 
T es general public feels about 

authorship causes many people 
to wonder what feelings are en- 
tertained for their characters by 
writers. Does an author part from 
his people with joy or with re- 
gret? Does he Know what hap- 
gened to them before the novel or 
the play began? Has he any idea 
ef what happened to them after 
it ended? Dickens was said to feel 
lost when he parted from his fic- 
titious people, more lost than he 
appears to have felt when he 
parted from real people. His char- 
actersghad become so intimately 
associated with him that when he 
wrote “The End” on a manuscript 
his emotions were similar to those 
he would have felt had a friend 
left him forever or died. Maurice 
Hewlett, in one of his letters, de- 
Scribes his sensation, after he had 
finished one of his long poems, as 
“homesickness,” and this is the 
emotion which the public likes to 
believe is felt by all authors about 
their work and their people. The 
relationship, alas, is sometimes less 
amicable than that, and [I have 
known authors to leave their char- 
acters with the greatest relief and 
satisfaction. “Thank Heaven,” 
they say, “I’ve finished with that 
lot, and I hope I shall never see 
them again!”’ 

The question whether an author 
likes or dislikes his people is dif- 
ferent, of course, from the ques- 
tion how much he Knows of their 
lives before the novel or play be- 
gins and after it termirates, and 
some critics dispute about wheth- 
er an author ought or ought not 
to know more about his characters 
than is revealed in his work. My 
belief is that he ought to be so in- 
timate with them that he can tell 
you trivial facts about their lives 
before and after they appeared in 
his pages. Characters do not come 
to life on page one of a book nor 
do they cease to live on the last 
page, unless, of course, they are 
killed in the course of the story. 
The reader ought to have a sense 
of continuity about them. He ought 
to feel, in opening their book, that 
he is opening a window in a wall 
of the house in which they live, 
that there is a great deal more of 
their life in that house than he can 
see through the window. That, in- 
deed, is the feeling that the major- 
ity of readers have about fictitious 
characters. What they cannot know 
is what the before-and-after lives

that I knew so much 
about the characters in my own 
play, “John Ferguson,” that I could 
tell him what crops were growing 
in the fields outside Ferguson's 
farm, and I was astonished at the 
ferocity with which he denied all 
knowledge of his people apart 
from his plays, until I realized that 
his attitude towards them is to- 
tally different from that of nearly 
all other authors towards theirs.

Any claim to recognition I have 
lies in my ability to tell what I see 
with enough of veracity and skill 
to make it interesting to those who 
have not seen it.

They are not my servile creatures, 
made by me merely to fill three or 
four hundred pages or three or 
four acts and bring me in a large 
sum of money, and then to be 
thrown on the scrap-heap because 
I have no more use for them. They 
exist by themselves.

R. SHAW’S charaeters, how-

from him. He cannot tell you 
anything of their lives before they 
came into his plays because they 
had no previous lives, nor can he 
tell you what happened to them 
after curtain-fall because they 
ended when his plays ended.

Nor do I believe anyone 
gets so much genuine joy out of 
reading as the conscientious Bible 
student. Even if one approaches 
it as fiction it is great reading.

Willebrandt. “There is,” said 
Towne, “a Methodist in her mad- 
ness.”"

to castle and if his songs were good 
his hearers rarely let him go hun- 
gry. The modern troubadour leaps 
upon the movie’ screen, a la Al Jol- 
son, croons to a hundred towns )n 
one night and lets the ticket-sell- 
ers in the theaters pass the hat for 
him. By the time it gets back to 
Hollywood it is a great big hat. 

Jolson, pioneering in this new 
field of the singing screen, has had 
few rivals competing for the pub- 
lic ear, and the Warner Brothers 
have made‘the most of that. But 
other producers are preparing to 
bring forward troubadours of their 
own. Paramount, for example, has 
imported from France the famous 
Maurice Chevalier. whose popular- 
ity in Europe ranks with Jolson’s 
here. A singing comedian and dra- 
matic actor equally at home in 
French or Engligh, Chevalier is ex- 
pected to contribute something to 
the solution of Hollywood’s new 
problem; how to make the talking- 
singing screen as international in 
its appeal as the silent screen has 
been. 

Meanwhile Universal has signed 
the singing blackface comedian, 
Eddie Leonard, for the starring 
role in a singing-talking picture 
glorifying the American minstrel 
show, and next spring will star in 
another musical picture Paul 
Whiteman, who can make a jazz 
orchestra do everything but talk. 
And United Artists will star Harry 
Richman, the musical comedy fa- 
vorite. If all these troubadours re- 
peat the success of Jolson the 
screen celebrities of 1930 may have 
a very different group from the 
Who's Who crowd in Hollywood to- 
day. 


Aniyone who thinks, however, 
that all the stars and featured 
players of the silent screen are tal- 
ented only when they are silent 
is jumping at conclusions. If what 
the public wants is musical movie 
stars, there are many heretofore 
silent celebrities who can be me- 
lodious among the microphones. 

It may astonish many who have 
admired Lon Chaney’s silent per- 
formance to hear that he plays 
well on the piano and has a good

NBC Has 1500 Applicants 
For Free Musical Debuts 


a 


Nearly Half Are Sopranos—Auditions to Determine 
Who Are Worthy of Concert-Radio Opportunity 
to Begin This Week. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—There 
are 1500 applicants for auditions 
for the free concert-radfo debuts 
offered by the National Broadcast- 
ing Co. for young artists selected by 
the National Music League. The’ 
auditions will begin this week. A 


committee of ten, chosen by the 
league, will hear and pass on the 
candidates. 

George Engles, director of the 
National Broadcasting and Concert 
Bureau, which is arranging for the 
debuts, said that final decision as 
to the winners would rest on a 
double audition heard by two 
groups of judges. One group, 
seated in the auditorium with the 
artist, will decide on his abilities 
as a concert performer. The 
other will hear the perférmance 
through a loud speaker and pass 
on broadcasting qualificatione. 
Such a final test is essential, 
Engles explained, because the de- 
buts will be of a combined concert 
and radio nature. 

Nearly every state in the coun- 
In 
addition there are two Chinese, a 


Filipino and a Japanese. Nearly 
half of the 1500 applicants are 
sopranos. Most of the men are 
baritones. Pianists predominate 
among the instrumentalists, with 
violnists second and ‘cellists third. 
There is one harpist and one solo- 
ist on the viola d’amore. Three 
artists, representing different fields 
of music, will be grouped in each 
performance. ; 

“Most of the candidates are al]- 
ready in New York,” said Harold 
Milligan, director of the National 
Music League. “They have for 
the most part, come here to seek 
their musical fortunes. However, 
we have received a number of ap- 
plications from cities as far distant 
as Seattle and New Orleans. 

“We are not encouraging these 
correspondents to undertake special 
trips to New York for an audition. 


Such trips too often mean serious 
financial secrifice and the gagnble 
that the result will justify such a 
sacrifice is too great. If the ap- 
licant is planning to come here 
anyway, he will be given an audi- 
tion.””

LONDON. 


IME had played a 
trick on Charles 
Henry Peacey. Out 
of his life 11 years 
had been stolen. A 
short time ago he 
stumbled free of 
the mental fog that 
had shrouded him 
since 1917 and 
slowly won back to light and mem- 
ory. 

Home was the first thing he thought 
of. Home had been a cottage in 
Gloucester, where there had been a 
wife and children. At least there had 
been those before the sleep that had 
consumed more than a decade of his 
life. | 

He went back there as soon as he 
possibly could—-1500 miles he trav- 
eled. with his limp and his graying 
hair and a silver plate in his head. 
And he found only that the years had 
wiped out every trace that he had ever 
existed, that he had had his life in 
Gloucester, that the scheme of his life 
had fitted in with other lives there. 


Peacey found his wife married to 
another man and with this man’s child 
in her arms. She did not know him 
at first. He walked familiar streets 
and peered into familiar faces, but he 
was a stranger. Eleven years’ had 
gone by for his wife, his family, his 
friends, but for him it had only been 
a long night of confused dreams. 


It was natural that his wife should 
have long since given him up for dead. 
It was natural, too, that, at the urg- 
ing of her mother, she should have re- 
married. There was no reason to be- 
lieve that Peacey could be alive. 


He had come out of the war in 1916. 


a wreck. This is what he remembers 
of the encounter that shattered him: 

“It was on New Year's Eve of 1916 
that the Second Gloucesters were 
storming Kemmel Hill. I was in a 
tank, a skilled gunner, and I can re- 
member how, seated in the cupola, I 
worked the gun until it was hot under 
my fingers. We were close up to the 


enemy and driving through I was 
working’Athe gun as fast as I could fit 
the ammunition. Then something 


happened Vaguely, as I realized my 
fingers were no longer plying the 
breach. I guessed the tank had been 
hit 

“I woke up five months later. I 
was in a hospital in Cambridge, En- 
gland I had been in a fog——uncon- 
scious, they say—for five months. A 
shrapnel had pitched directly onto the 


tank 

Returning to Gloucester, he was 
miserable. The toes on one foot had 
been crushed and a part of his skull 


had been replaced with a silver plate. 
He soon discovered that he could not 
stand the confinement of work in- 
doors. He was finished with the war, 
and it began to look as though he were 
finished with everything. The kind- 
ness and devotion of his wife kept up 
his courage during this period, he 
says. Several jobs he had to throw 
over because of the. state of his 
nerves. 

When a chance came to ship on the 
Flavia out of Bristol as one of the 
engine-room gang, Peacey jumped at 
it. This looked as though it might be 
the solution of many of the difficul- 
ties of the Peacey family. The type 
of work, it was believed, might aid 
in restoring the man and the wages 
he would get would go a long way to- 
ward keeping his wife and their three 
children. 

The Flavia was bound for Portland, 
Maine, and every incident of that voy- 
age stands out in Peacey’s memory as 
clearly as though he had embarked 
only last week. In mid-Atlantic the 
Flavia sighted a steamer wallowing 
helplessly in heavy seas. The disabled 
vessel was taken in tow and Peacey 
remembers how he looked forward, 
with the other members of the crew, 
to the salvage money which would be 
divided at the end of the return 
voyage. 


HEN the Flavia docked in 

W\ Portland, Peacey went ashore. 

He felt that something strange 
was happening. There was a kind of 
numbness that he tried hard to fight 
off. He clung desperately to his 
memories of the past, but outlines 
grew vague and misty. 

Next he remembers a large city. 
“That place was tle finish,’’ he says. 
“I slipped off completely there.” He 
thought he was again in England. For 
hours he walked the streets looking 
for famillar landmarks. He walked 
up streets on which his hope grew, 
seemed confirmed, that he was in Lon- 
don, in the Chelsea district. Again, 
he thought he recognized parts. of 
Kensington and Bloomsbury. It has 
been quite definitely established that 
this city was Boston. 

Peacey is reluctant to talk about 
this period. He speaks of it as more 
larrowing than the worst tortures of 
the war he had been through. There 
was always the struggle with blank- 
ness, a struggle that he secretly knew 
he would lose. 

Still all was not yet lost. In some 
Inanner or other he retraced his way 
to Portland. The ship and. the 
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Homecoming of Charles

thought that he 
must return to it 
still pressed on 
his mind. He 
knew he had to 
report for duty, 
he knew the 
penalties that 
attached to de- 
sertion. Having 
fought this 
through, he 
started out to 
find the Flavia. 
But somewhere 
along the way 
to the docks his 
mind went quite 
blank. 

One minute 
he was walking 
the streets. The 
next he seemed 
to be struggling 
out of an anes- 
thetic. Eleven 
years had 
elapsed between 
that one moment 
and the next. 

He was in a 
hospital bed in 
Portiand. A 
nurse was bend- 
ing over him. A

As to his wander- 
ings through Tennessee, Mississippi 
and Louisiana, Peacey says: 


“In Memphis this same brakeman

CAIRO, Egypt. 
T WAS before 
dawn of a recent 
- morning when 
- Signor Gino Cris- 
tiani and Ibrahim 
Bey Fuad set out 
from here with a 
chauffeur and 
guide. They made

ert beyond the Pyramids. Their ob- 
ject was a few hours hunting, a brief 
pleasure jaunt away from the city. 

Ibrahim Bey Fuad, an official of 
the Egyptian royal household, and 
Signor Cristiani, his Italian friend, 
were seemingly well prepared for their 
few hours away from Cairo. They 
carried four one-litre flasks of water, 
a flask of coffee, 10 loaves of bread, 
two brace of pigeons, two pounds of 
meat, a tin of tongue and one of sar- 
dines. For their car they had three 
spare tina of petrol. They were, in 
short, nicely fixed for picnicking. 

But they did not return to Cairo 
that night. Instead, a week later they 
were found wandering in the desert’'s 
hell, naked, blackened by the sun, 
maddened by thirst so terrible that in 
their torture they had drunk their 
own blood. All but the guide. This 
fellow, a Bedouin, had left the party 
to find succor. He had become lost.

A Tramp Miner Became a Multi-Millionaire Over Night

LOS ANGELES. 

N a modest cottage on Sunset 
| boulevard an old ‘‘desert rat,’’ one 

George Campbell Carson, lives on 
borrowed money. He is small and 
sandy-haired, and he has the stoop- 
ing ‘‘miner's back’’ of 40 years’ pros- 
pecting, the homely speech and man- 
ner born of life as a tramp, a cook, 
a down-and-outer on the San Fran- 
cisco water front. Last spring his 
wife tried to have him declared in- 
sane. But one recent morning he 
woke up to find that he was a great 
inventor and wealthy enough to buy 
the cottage he lives in and every 
Other cottage for blocks around. 

The Supreme Court had just upheld 
patent rights for which Carson has 
fought for 10 years, that meant that 
Carson is to receive from the Anacon- 
da Copper Mining Company, more 
than $20,000,000. 

Other suits are pending against 
other concerns which use the _  side- 
feeding ore furnaces invented by Car- 
son 20 years ago. It is said that the 
decision affects, altogether, some 165 
of the largest mining companies in 
the country. But Carson has to wait 
until the Anaconda’s auditors com- 
plete a report before he will obtain 
his first royalties, and while he waits 
he finds it not unpleasant to recall the 
long, hard trail that led to ‘‘pay dirt’’ 
in the courts.

Crosse, Kansas, on my daddy’s farm,” 
the old prospector relates. ‘It wasn't

‘In 1886 I discovered a mine near

about a better furnace. I went 

back East and worked for a lit- 
tle while around the big smelters at 
Pittsburg. They were using reverber- 
atory furnaces with the blasts of fire 
passing sideways instead of up and 
down. That was an improvement, be- 
cause the gases passed out the side 
instead of the top, but they were still 
feeding them from the top. The ore 
was put in hoppers and dropped down 
on the fire bed. 


“T GOT to thinking and figuring 


‘‘My idea was to rig up a side-feed- 
ing reverberatory furnace that would 
handle more ore and be easier on the 
men. So I figured out a way to do 
it and drew up some plans. Then I 
tried to get them patented. 

“The patent office didn't like the 
way I explained how the _ furnace 
worked. They said I hadn't spelled 
the words right. I< wrote it again. 
Still they said some words weren't 
eapelled legal. I wrote the plans five 
times before they got patented. 

“I got my patent in 1906. Then I 
started out to sell it. It sure waa 
tough plugging. I visited all the big 
smelters in the country. One _ vice 
president of one of the big silver and 
copper companies talked to me and 
examined my plans. He said, ‘Your

It was a long road from an old pros- 
pector’s meager savings to an inven- 
tor’s millions. He was encouraged by 
his aged mother alone. Others laughed. 

But Carson never gave up. He took 
a cheap room in the ‘'Sailor'’s Rest,’’ 
on the San Francisco water front. He 
kept visiting lawyers’ offices, shuffling 
in apologetically with his patent pa- 
pers and drawings. Repeatedly he 
told his story and repeatedly he had 
to gather up his papers and shuffle 
out, disappointed. But after two 
years a lucky chance led him to At- 
torney John H. Miller, and the old 


miner finally succeeded in 
winning the confidence of 
a lawyer. 

Miller had so much 
faith in his client’s claim 
that the offered to finance the fight 
and filed sult against the Amer- 
ican Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany of Tacoma. After a long fight 
the defendant succeeded in changing 
the suit from a case in equity 
to a scientific dispute on blast 
furnace principles.

EFEATED, the old prospector

It ordered the com- 
pany to pay Carson damages and back 
royalties on his furnace. 
That decision marked the turn of 
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Supreme Court Decision.

LONG one side is a huge 
Egyptian divan, probably 
20 feet long and 10 feet 
wide.

It was to star George Jessel, who 
had created the part on the stage 
and who had made ‘‘Private Izzy 
Murphy,’ ‘‘Sailor Izzy Murphy,’ 
“Ginsberg the Great,’ and one or 
two nondescript feature pictures. 

Jessel, however, never made the 
picture. There are several stories 
told to explain why. One is that he 
wanted to direct it as well as star 
in it, a privilege Warner Brothers 
refused. Another is that he was 
willing to make it as a ‘‘silent”’ 
picture but when the Warners 
asked him to sing also, he de- 
manded more money which the 
Warners couldn't pay. Anyway, 
he was replaced by Al Jolson, 
known in the show business as

HESE he sang in addition

For his six or eight weeks’ work 
in making the picture, he re- 
ceived, on the  part-payment-in- 
stock plan, $590,000 plus stock 
now valued at $345,823.62. And 
it may be added that if he wants 
the cash, the Warners are now 
more than able to pay it.
